GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



A London dispatch of yesterday says: Seven 

of Europe’s cables to America have been mys- 
teriously put out of business. They are lying at 
the bottom of the ocean, temporarily useless, while 
the remaining ones are overburdened with the 
gr^at mass of communications passing daily be- 
tween the two continents. Satisfactory informa- 
tion is unobtainable here, but is was rumored today 
that a new type of German submarines, equipped 
for cable cutting, may lie working off Europe’s 
western coast. Two French cables, stretching from 
Brest lor 3,000 miles to Cape Cod aud Miquelon, 
it is rumored, have been snipped off the French 
coast. Several other lines working from Ireland 
to Newfoundland and Nova Scotia, over which much 
of the business between London aud American cities 
passes, are reported to have been cut. The possi- 
bility that Europe might lose all direct cable com- 
munication with America, if the rumors prove to 
be well founded, is not remote.
